Ballymacarrett. 


‘A recent reference of mine to Ballyma- 
carrett leads a correspondent to tell me 
that this now rather obscure part of Bel- 
fast was ohce within an ace of becoming 
to Belfast what Gateshead is to Newcastle- 
on-Tyne—a second city on. the opposite 
bank of the river. This was at the end 
of the eighteenth century. If Barry 
Yelverton had had his way, a tremendous 
scheme of development would have’ put 
Ballymacarrett definitely “on the map” 
But the project came to 
nothing, partly because of the opposition 


of Ireland. 


of the ground landlord, Lord Donegall, 


and partly because it was itself rather of 


the grandiose order. <A census of 1791 
shows Ballymacarrett with a population 
of 872. as compared with 18,520 on the 
other side of the river. My correspondent 
remembers the row of whitewashed cottages 
that in his boyhood represented nearly all 
that was left of 18th century Ballyma- 
carrett. There were delightful big 
sardens behind the houses, he says, where 
the cottagers used to grow flowers for sale. 
Other ancient parts of the place that he 
remembers were Scotch Row—of obvious 
derivation—and Club Row, whose deriva- 
tion is not obvious at all. Ballymacarrett 
may not have produced any great generals 
or poets; but it has had its great men. 
Viscount Pirrie would have owned himself 
a Ballymacarrettman, and the man who 
put the world on wheels—Dr. Dunlop— 
came from there. 


The Ondt and the Gracehoper. 


Recently I whiled half an hour away in 
a public library by perusing this precious 
(but possibly inspired) piece of gibberish 
by James Joyce. , 

‘I confess. that Twas puzzled, but on 
coming out I fell into conversation with 
a Jovce critic and specialist. He could 
not explain to me what an '' Ondt ” was, 
but he laughed to scorn the idea that the 
second personage had anything to do with 

grasshopper. I had, it seemed, fallen 
into one of those traps that the author 
loves to set. The “ Gracehoper,’’ accord- 
ing to my friend, was one of two things. 
Fither (1) it was symbolical of the very 
religious person who hopes for grace—no 
doubt at the hands of the clerics, or (2) 
some very gallant adventurer, like the 
frog in the old nursery rhyme, who hopes 
for favours from those of the opposite sex. 
He inclined to the former interpretation 
as being more in keeping with the spirit 
oi the times, 


An American Visitor. 


It speaks much for this old country of 
ours to find that its hunting is still 
capable of attracting such noted American 
sportswomen as Mrs. Bernard Gimbel, of 
New York.

Among the various colonies which at 
one time or another were founded 
Ireland,. the Huguenot settlement stands 
out. as being the most interesting of all. 
The King of France, Louis XIV., per- 

the Huguenots to such an extent 
that they found it impossible to live in 
that country, and were obliged to seek 
refuge in most of the towns under the 
rotection of the British King. 
ow the ill-fated industrialists of France 
They were warmly re- 
ceived by the Dublin people ; for not alone 
did those skilled artisans. teach their 
Irish friends: the art of producing silk, 
linen and poplin, but they also introduced 
the first horticultural society and the first 
literary journal in Dublin. 
silk weavers worked their looms in the 
crypt of Saint Patrick's Cathedral, but 
afterwards obtained a 
where they could wor 
tage. Under the pavements of the Coombe 
and the lofty buildings of Dublin Castle 
runs the historic River Poddle, which the 
Huguenots used as an inexpensive laundry. 
There still remains of the great settle- 
ment in the Coombe houses such as the 
I Weavers’ Hall, which have the gable roof 
and the high doorways of the Huguenot 
houses. As time went on the old French 
weavers were swamped up in the Irish 
population, but there remains in Dublin 
streets bearing their names, 
D’Olier street, which recalls to our minds 
the great work done by those French 
fugitives in creating an industry which 
at one time employed nearly four thousand

Mr. M. 8S. D. Westropp, Keeper of the 
National Museum, tells me that Ireland 
is responsible for at least one article cf 
domestic plate—the Dish Ring, in Eng- 
land frequently misnamed the Potato 
Ring, whereas in England a succession of 
dishes was employed, on the Irish dinner 
table one of these quaint old rings was 
used as a stand upon which was placed a 
variety of food bowls, such as the earthen- 
ware soup bowl, the wooden potato bowl, 
the glass fruit bowl and the silver punch 
bowl. There are several fine examples of 
these eighteenth century Irish Dish Rings 
in the National Museum, ranging from the 
earliest straight-sided type to beautiful 
‘‘waisted’’ specimens in repoussé and 
pierced work. The ‘skeleton '” Dish Ring 
By this date the Dish 
Ring had become merely an article of 
utility and easy manufacture was evidently 
considered preferable to artistry in work- 
Good examples of the early 
type of Dish Ring are to-day worth at 
least £100: a few years ago £200 and 
£300 were quite usual prices. 
dated Irish Dish Ring (1740) was, until 
recently, believed to be one of those in 
the Museum collection. 
has, however, lately traced an Irish Dish 
Ring in America which is dated 1735. If 
this ring is genuine, and, he tells me, 
there is no reason to doubt the validity of 
the claim, it is the oldest Irish Dish Ring 
known to exist. 


Chester and Ireland.

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FOREIGN PRESS. 
A GERMAN POINT OF 
VIEW. 
sccnaninaetnesepsenumnonan

ARDLY any event has attracted so 
much attention of late in the Euro- 
I n Press as the rise of the 
National-Socialist Party in Germany; but 
this has been mainly distinguished by a 
persistent and prejudiced opposition to the 
movement, Reading these reports, one gains 
more and more the impression that all proper 
courtesy and rational criticism have been 
in abeyance. 

This is neither the time nor the place for 
a detailed contradiction of all such statements. 
It should at least be remembered that, the 
present régime is supported by 52 per Cent. 
of German electors, while another 16 per cent. 
give it their tacit approval. The so-called 
acts of violence attributed to Nazi-police may 
be disregarded, when one remembers that the 
latter, with the Steel-Helmets, have in no 


that these acts in another country would be 
such as occur in the normal maintenance of 
law and order. Surrounded by such preju- 
dices, it is, therefore, not surprising that no 
writer has so fer thought it worth while to 
ive at least an account of how German 
National Socialism came into being, and what 
its alms are. 


SMALL BEGINNINGS. 


When Adolf Hitler, twice wounded in the 
service of Germany during the War, returned 
to Munich to become the seventh member of 
the so-called German Labour Party, no one 
expected that it would become a movement 
important enough to sweep Germany some 
fourteen years later, and to change the whole 
outlook of the nation. ‘In those days it was 
a small party among many, conspicuous by 
its desire to accomplish a spiritual revolution, 
where, previously there had existed 
only a change of rulers; for no one 
has seriously regarded the November revolu- 
tion as having been anything more. The 
former order was, in fact, destroyed, but 
nothing better or finer ever has taken its 
place. The nation remained in the melting 
pot. Plots followed “ putsches,’’ Russian 
gold forwarded the cause of Communism, 
while France aimed at a final disintegration 
of the Reich. Last of all, in 1923, came 
Hitler’s Putsch in Bavaria, a step to save 
the final separating of Southern Germany 
from the Reich; and, with its failure, his 
movement came to a temporary halt. 

At what was Hitler aiming then and now? 
He wants a socialism springing from the 
growing national consciousness of the people, 
not based on a class-war, like that of the 
Marxists. Thus, he became the greatest 
opponent of the parties of the Left. He 
desires a nation, and not a class. The 
synthesis of national and social ideals must 
become a logical conclusion inside the move- 
ment. In contradistinction to the materialism 
of the Marxists, Hitler desires to create in 
the arin a faith in their own nation. 
Closely connected with this is Germanv's 
honour, of which Germany has been deprived 
by the conditions of the Treaty of Versailles. 
Hitler fights for a revision. The Govern- 
ments before him have brought about some 
mitigations, without altering in the least the 
Treaty’s fundamental spirit. Hitler’s ideals 
have become more and more the common 
whe poled of the people. By propaganda 
itherto unknown he has hammered his faith 
and his ideals into German hearts. He was 
persecuted, his storm-troops were attacked 
wherever they showed themselves. 300 dead 
and thousands of wounded became blood- 
witnesses of the nation’s regeneration. 
National Socialists were regarded as outlaws, 
were ambushed and shot down. Their news. 


papers were forbidden, and the storm-troops 
dissolved. . 


THE JULY ELECTIONS. 


All this happened still some weeks before 
the movement succeeded in bringing into the 
Reichstag 235 deputies in July last year, mak- 
ing them the strongest single party ever 
known. But they were not allowed to rule. 
One did not wish to give them the leadership, 
and overlooked this extraordinary demonstra- 
tien of national awakening. “At that time 
nothing could be found in the foreign Press 
regarding Nazi suppression; the same Nazis 
who had sworn to obtain power only through 
constitutional means. To-day, however, when 
Communism is being suppressed in Germany, 
and when the Government is anxious to pro- 
tect the life of the German nation, the foreign 
Press is~loud in its protests. To-day the 
foreign Press indirectly takes over the réle 
of protector of German Communists. With 
the seizure of the Karl-Liebknecht-Haus, 
abundant proof has been found that Com- 
munism did not hesitate to use terrorist 
methods, and that plans for a general revolt 
_had been prepared. Germany has recognised 
the Communists as enemies, and welcomes a 
national movement capable of rooting them 
out. It is admitted that injustices have been 
committed, but where is the statesman who 
has exercised suck control that all his fol. 
lowers have acted justly and impartially ? 
The new leaders of the new Germany do not 
desire unjust acts. 


THE RELIGIOUS QUESTION. 


Religion has often been brought into the 
foreground when dealing with present 
political conditions. By identifying the 
Centre - Party with German Catholicism, 
the National Socialists have been made 
to appear as enemies of the Catholic 
Church. This is far from being the 
case. Numerous Catholic groups refuse 
to be connected in any way with the Centre- 
Party, which thought fit for many years to 
unite in Coalition-Government with the Social 
Democrats, a party which regards religion 
as ‘“‘ opium for the people,” and always has 
supportea the anti-God propaganda. The 
Cen.re-Party, however, was found willing to 
overlook this, and preferred instead to cast 
doubt on a leading principle in the National 
Socialist programme, postulating a positive 
Christianity as a foundation for the new 
State. 

The Catholic voters in the last election have 
given abundant evidence of their attitude in 
the matter. In strong Catholic districts, such 
as Upper and Lower Bavaria, the Nazi vote 
has increased hy about one hundred and fifty 
per cent., and they have become the strongest 
party there. It has made clear to the Centre- 
Party that in order to hold political influence 
it is in no way neccessary to maintain an 
alliance with a party holding anti-relhyious 
views, :

LONDON PHILHARMONIC 
ORCHESTRA. 


HE newly-organised London Philhar- 
T monic Orchestra had a great reception 
at the last of the Celebrity Concerts 
in the Theatre Royal, Dublin, last Saturday 
ufternoon, but, large though the audience 
‘was, one felt somewhat ashamed of Dublin 
music-lovers when Sir Thomas Beecham, In a 
shot speech at the close of the concert, ex: 
pressed the hope that when the orchestra 
came next year all those seats that had been 
empty would be filled. 3 
One could not understand why there should 
have been a single seat in the theatre vacant. 
In the short time it has been in existence 
this orchestra has won golden theas and 
it merits all that has been said. Granted 


that it includes within its ranks the choice | 


of all the London orchestras, it is astonish- 
ingg that within such a short period it should 
have become such a perfect instrument, un- 
questionably the most brilliant that has been 
heard in Dublin since pre-war days, The 
ensemble was woadartal, everything being 
splendidly balanced. and the players so 
skilled in technique and moving so beauti- 
fully together as to suggest that the whole 
effect was the work of a brillant virtuoso. 
With such a glorious instrument to mould 
and fashion, the conductor, Sir Thomas 
Beecham, had free play for his interpreta- 
tive powers, and in a programme that from 
the original all-Wagner was changed to one 
of a mixed character, there was plenty of 
scope for his vivid imagination. 

The earlier part of the programme was 
devoted to an early Sinfonia by Rossini, La 
Seala di Seta; an Adagio for strings from 
Mozart's Divertimento No, 2, and an excerpt 
from Handel's Solomon, ‘‘ The Arrival of 
the Queen of Sheba,’’ concluding with 
Symphony No. 1 of Sibelius. 

The Rossini Sinfonia, with its short intro- 
duction and Allegro of the usual overture 
type, was rich and sparkling, outstanding 
bcing the play of the woodwind. The Mozart 
Adagio gave one a glimpse of the powers of 
technique of the strings, and was delicately 
er A warm contrast was the rich 
Handel excerpt, In this half of the pro- 
gramme, however, the outstanding contribu- 
tion was the Sibelius Symphony, The first 
ot eight Symphonies by this Finnish com- 
poser, it adheres more closely to the tradi- 
ticnal form than its successors. It is strongly 
Slavonic in character. Sir Thomas Beecham 
rave a wonderful reading of the work, and 
irapressed the audience with the skill in 
which he secured his effects. 

Here again, as indeed throughout the whole 
concert, one was enchanted with the beauty 
of the woodwind. More exquisite clarinet 
playing, in tone and technique, than the open- 
ing of the first movement one could not 
imagine, especially the beautiful dimuendo 
with which the phrase closed. The oboes and 
flutes were res? s delicate. Indeed, one could 
speak at length about the excellence of all the 
instruments. 

At the close of the Symphony the con- 
ductor, soloists and players in general were 
oca with great enthusiasm.

‘“Go slow. Do not let yourselves get fana- 
tical. To be a peace fanatic now in a world 
swarming with warriors is to be an anach- 
ronism the wrong way up. 

“In Russia, under Stalin, the real rulers 
are the young Communists aged about 20. 
When they see our flag being kicked about 
as in a football scrum by youths of their 
own age they do not understand that the 
football is for the moment only ‘a rag.’ They 
begin to imagine that the great moment has 
dawned when they may safely have a kick at 
it themselves, and so they lose hardly a 
moment in casting the good cnd respectable 
Messrs. Vickers into prison. 

“1 do not approve cf the motto, ‘If you 
watt peace prepare for war.’ That has led 
to many, wars. Í am all out for disarmament, 
but there is a certain moral disarmament 
w' ich wivites insolence, and that is quite the 
best short-cut to war. 

“ After all, pause and reflect. The Russians 
did this same thing to the Germans, but. only 
when the’ were at the last gasp. They would 
not dare to do it now: Nor would they dare 
have done that to the Americans, Japanese 
or French.”’ 7

E. depredations over a long lod of a 
horde of goats at Cookshetoagh, four 


miles from Mullingar, had an amusing | 


sequel when the Sheriff rounded up the wrong- 
doers and seized them, in pursuance of a 
decree for trespass. 

For a considerable time past reports had 
been made to the (County Committee of 
Agriculture of trespass by a band of some 30 
or 55 goats, and it was stated that thousands 
of young trees had been destroyed. One 
reafforestation Fé OÍ three acres, it was 
cemplained, had been entirely destroyed. It 
was stated that the goats belonged to a 
woman, who was arraigued before the District 
Court, where she denied on vath the owner- 
ship of the herd, admitting ownership of one 
roat only. Decrees were given against her. 
The trespass continued, and the case was 
brought before the Cirenit Court Judge. 

At a meeting of the County Comm?! tee 
recently it was reported that trespass still 
continued, and an order was made that the 
goats should be seized. 

The Sneriff was accompanied by an escort 
of officials and Guards, the officials including 
Mr. M. Corcoran, Secretary to the Committee ; 
Mr, W. J. Young, Horticultural Instructor ; 
and Mr. Giynn, caretaker. 

On the arrival of the invading party the 
goats, 28 in number, were found to be enjoy- 
ing themselves browsing upon the trees in 
preferenco to grass. A large number of the 
neighbouring people gathered round, and there 
was much merrument as the goats were 
hustled into a motor lorry, the herd being 
headed by a remarkable animal, reckoned by 
experts to be about 35 years old, and 
described as the “ king of the herd.’’ i 

This remarkable specimen of the goat tribe 
was despatched to the Dublin Zoological 
Gardens.

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DEATH SENTENCE 
AT ARMAGH. 


JUDGE AND JURY’S 
RECOMMENDATION.

ARMAGH, Saturday. 

After an hour and a quarter’s retirement 
the jury at the trial of Harold Courtney (28), 
a lorry driver, of Dungannon, for the murder 
of Minnie Reid (23), a domestic servant, of 
Portadown, returned a verdict of “ Guilty,” 
with a strong recommendation to mercy. 

The prisoner stepped briskly into the dock, 
and, asked by the Clerk of the Crown what 
he had to say why judgment should not te 
pronounced, said in a clear voice: “I did not 
kill Minnie Reid.” ' 

Lord Justice £ w..-... said—"“: I thoroughly 
agree with the verdict, and I consider every 
reasonably-minded man in this court must 
also agree’ with it.” i 

It was only honest of him to tell the jury, 
he went on, this was a cold-blooded, calcu- 
lated murder. The prisoner, after betraying 
this poor girl, butchered her and her unborn 
child. He would forward their recommenda- 
tion of mercy to the proper quarter, but he 
held: out no hope for the prisoner. 

Assuming the black cap, the Judge 
sentenced Courtney to be hanged in Belfast 
Jail on Friday, the 7th April. 

Courtney had been on trial for the murder 
on a previous occasion, when the jury dis- 
agreed. The victim’s body, with the throat 
cut, was found in a dense arbour of laurel 
bushes near Derryane Lake on August 3 last, 
when the girl had been missing for a week,

REPAIRING DAMAGE OF 
RECENT BLIZZARD. 
Fourteen days have passed since the great 
snowstorm swept over Íreland, leaving a trai! 
of damage behind it, The period since then 
has been what might well be called a mild 
nightmare for the officials and engineers of 
the Post Office, who were faced with the 
gigantic task of joining up the network of 
wires torn away in the storm. The telephone 
services are now back to normal, except, 
perhaps, in the North-East and South-East 
areas, where, because of the unusual amount 
of damage done, there have been great diffi- 
culties in getting the repair work carried 
through. In another week, it is expected, all 
services will be connected up. Miles of wire 
have been used in this repair work, which 
has entailed much personal hardship and 
danger, especially in Dublin, where overhead 

connections had to be made. 

The services in Dublin and suburbs have 
been restored, and there is normal working 
in the outlying towns. An official of the 
Post Office on Saturday stated that the 
country bas been well linked up, and that, 
with the exceptions in the North-East and 
South-East, everything was going smoothly 
once more In these affected areas they were 
running skeleton services.

ATTACKS ON SANCTITY 
OF MARRIAGE.

N the third of his Lenten lectures, in the 

Church of St. Francis Xavier, Upper 

Gardiner street, Dublin, yesterday, the 
Rev. Fergal McGrath, 8.J., It with the 
attacks that had been made during the past 
half-century avon the sanctity of the mar- 
riage bond, and the traditional ideal of sex 
morality. Whether their age was more 
immoral than others was, at least, debatable, 
he said. What was certain was that in 


their age there had been a deliberate effort 


with the relations between man and woman. 
One aspect of this attack had been the 
facilitating of divorce. The more easily 
marriage could be dissolved, the less would 
grow reverence for its sanctity. Especiaily 
since the War, divorces figures had grown 
with alarming rapidity. Comparing the 
figures per 100,000 persons for 1913 with 
those for 1929, Germany’s figure lad leaped 
from 24 to 61, Englana’s from 1.6 to % 
Holland's from 18 to 35, Belgium’s from 12 
to 29, Switzerland’s from 41 to 68, aud 
Canada’s from 1 to 8. The most startling 
example was the United States, where for 
some years there had been one divorce to 
every five marriages, 

In the matter of legislation, the climax 
had been reached in Soviet Russia. Accord- 
ing to the official commentary by Rostovsky 
on the Soviet law concetnicg marriage and 
the family, published in 1928 by the Com- 
missary of Justice in Moscow: ‘ Registra- 
tion (of marriage) is solelv to make it easier 
for the woman to prove the paternity of the 
man in case of his refusing to pay for the 
upkeep of the child.” 

The logical development of easy divorce was 
free love or companionate marriage, advo- 
cated chiefly by a degenerate literary set. 
These two evils attacked the marriage bond 
from outside. From within it was attacked 
by the advocates of birth-control. Minor 
enemies of the sanctity of marriage were the 
extreme psycho-analysts, who detected sex 
motives in every action: the Behaviourists, 
who threw the blame for all man’s aberra-

These girls were going through 
the complicated task of mixing those 
countless counterfoils, which on Wednes- 
day will be poured into the drum. Slowly, 
with meticulous care, and with always an 
eye to the spectacular, they were beginning 
a three days’ process which might have 
been performed in three hours without 
loss of efficiency, but with less guarantee 
of perfect integrity. They were working 
under the eyes of the whole world. 

Settings may change at the Plaza, but 
the mixing process, like that of the draw 
itself, goes on, from one sweepstake to 
another, unchanged. The ceremony that 
began on Saturday is just like that which 
has been followed: before. 

As the miniature train travelled round 
a circular track, each truck laden with 
reams of paper, representing problematical 
treasure, the girls, in their brightly- 
coloured riding coats, scooped counter- 
foils into canisters as they might have 
scooped oats; a little from this truck, a 
little from that, and some more from the 
next, mixing, as it seemed, the different 
brands. Then, from four corners, the 
canisters poured their contents simul- 
taneously into the mixing machine, to be 
whirled like chaff in conflicting currents 
of air. Chaff most of them will prove to 
be, but some will have the magical quali- 
ties of sesame. 


PRIZE FUND SPECULATION. 


On this occasion, for the first time, the 
mixing ceremony was open to the general 
public, and they passed through in an 
unending stream throughout the day. 
There was only one question on all their 
lips. What is to be the total of this 
‘sweep’ and what will the prize fund 
be? The secret, of course, is as well kept 
as the secret of the Sphinx, but everybody 
has a guess. 

With the announcement so near, it re- 
quires boldness to prophesy, but most 
people think the prize fund will not -be far 


short of £2.000,000. If this total is 
reached it will mean that there will be 
twenty “ units,’ or sets of prizes. 


There are fifty-six horses in the draw, 
and each drawer of the winning horse will 
receive £30,000, of the second horse 
£15000, and of the third horse £10,000; 
while all who draw unplaced horses wil] 
receive £660 7s. 6d. each. The remaining 
£10,000 in each unit will be divided into 
one hundred cash prizes of £100 each.

HOME MISSION 


THIRD OF SPECIAL 
SERMONS. 


The third of a series of special sermons in 
connection with the Church of Ireland Home 
Mission Society on ‘‘ Christ in the Changing 
World,” was preached in Christ Church 
C athedral, Dublin, yesterday afternoon, by 
the Rev. Denton C. Green, Rector of Kil- 
liney, whose subject was, “God Revealed 
by Christ.” 

In the course of his sermon the preacher 
said that his subject aimed at showing that 
in Christ they had the supreme Revealer of 
the Creator and Sustainer of the universe, 
and, thetefore, that in Christ they had the 
clearest light for life’s journey and for 
society’s conditions of progress. That this 
was the truth was the experience of Christians 
of all the nineteen centuries which had in- 
tervened between the ministry of Jesus and 
themselves. Men and women in the stress of 
life's problems had found that as they trusted 
themselves to Him power came into their 
lives, evil habits that had been irresistible 
disappeared, the sense of alienation from God 
vanished, and they were sometimes con- 
scious of His presence. 

Could they be sure that Jesus Christ really 

was like what they read? In His words and 
works there was something self-authenticat- 
ing and beyond invention. ‘In the Gospels 
they got the impression of a great Personality, 
greater than any interpretation men could 
give of Him; One Whose mighty works 
showed the genius of sympathy and insight, 
and a power hased on the response He 
awakened in sufferers‘ souls. In His teaching 
they saw the Kingdom of God proclaimed 
without allusion to His own position, and then 
they saw contact with Himself producing 
upon the disciples the conviction of His 
supreme placc in that Kingdom. And behind 
the character of Jesus wae His unbroken 
consciousness of the nearness of God, and a 
new conception of Him as Father. 
To know God in this sense was life eternal, 
as St. John says. The achievements of the 
Apostolic Church by the Spirit of Christ 
were the best confirmation of this. The 
historian’s testimony was remarkable: “‘ they 
solved the s ocial problem which baffled 
Rome, and baffled Europe still. They lifted 
woman to her rightful place, restored the 
dignity of labour, and drew the sting of 
slavery. The secret of the revolution was 
that the selfishness of race and class was for- 
ctten in the Supper of the Lord, and a new 
ai for society has in love of the visible 
image of God in men for whom Christ died,”’ 
And what of Christ to-day? After 1,900 
years, they were beginning to understand 
that ruin threatened their “ Christian” 
civilisation unless they could strengthen the 
(Christian factors in it, and now, for the first 
time, the ideas and ideals of Christ about 
the relations that ought to exist between 
man and man as a condition of human 
society were becoming effective. The 
Bishops at Lambeth impressed upon Christian 
people the necessity for banishing from their 
minds ideas concerning the character of God 
which were inconsistent with the character 
of Jesus Christ. “We believe,” they add, 
‘that the work of Our Lord is continued by 
the Holy Spirit, Who has in every genera- 
tion inspired and guided those who seek 
truth.” They further called both clergy and 
laity to the duty of thinking und learning. 

The purpose of God was best conceived in 
terms of the Spirit of Christ. God was in 
Him reconciling the world to Himself. In 
this changing world ‘tlwy could rely upon 
Him. He was the Way, the Truth and the 
Life. For God so loves the world, and so 
loves that He gave and gives His Son, that 
whosoever believes in Him with loyalty and 
with self-committal has the life that is life 
iu:deed,

The Act that 
controlled dance halls was not in force in 
County Sligo, with ths result that a man 
could start a dance hall in a most out-of-the- 
way place, where free fights ma 


supervise those halls, There was no proper 
control, and it was easy to understand the 
attitude of the clergy im their efforts to 
curtail these dances. The Sligo County 
Council, he added, would be wise in bringing 
into force the section of the Act dealing 
with the licensing of dance halls. 

Sligo is not an isolated exception, but an 
‘instance of the conditions prevailing in many 
areas throughout the country, where it is 
possible. for any person, even one of dis- 
reputable character, to utilise any building, 
no matter how unsuitable—a stable is an 
actual example—for the holding of frequent 
public dances, and (without Jet or hindrance 
from the local public authority, who could 
prevent it if they wished) allow rough and 
disorderly conduct to take place on the 
premises as a further inducement to win 
clients and to make money by exploiting and 
demoralising the young. Is it in the public 
interest that such a shocking system, with 
its possibilities, should be tolerated any 
longer ? 

For the purpose of inducing public bodies 
t. accept immediats control over dance halls, 
General Muleahy, when Minister for Local 
Government, waived the six months’ period 
which should legally elapse between the 
adoption of Part IV. of the Public’ Health 
Act, 1890, and its actual coming into opera- 
tion, and coníerre:l on county authorities the 
power already possessed by urban authori- 
ties. When the adoption of this came up 
for consideration before several of the public 
bodies in different parts of the country, this 
matter, of such grave importance to the 
community, was, in not a few instances, 
laughed out, and adoption refused with a 
contemptuous sneer, lis is a very sadden- 
ing and serióus reflection on the sense of 
social responsibility that we naturally expect 
from our local public representatives. 

From what has been said it would appear 
that the duty now devolves on the Govern-- 
ment, and on the Minister for Local Govern- 
ment in particular. to strengthen Part TV.

CIVIL AIRCRAFT AT 
BALDONNEL 
Gcúréiiiúriideis 


MAY HAMPER WORK OF 
ARMY AIR CORPS.

ALDONNEL Aerodrome, County Dublin, 

B the headquarters of the Irish Free 

State Army Air Corps, and also of the 

Irish Aero Club, may be closed to civil air- 
craft in the near future. ae 

For several years past discussions have 
taken place between high officials in the Free 
State Departments of Defence and of Industry 
and Commerce with a view to the utilisation 
of Baldonnel as an aerodrome for military 
purposes alone. 

The difficulty has been, however, the find. 
ing of another suitable aerodrome for civil 
aircraft, but last year Kildonan Aerodrome, 
Finglas, was approved for this purpose, and 
Customs facilities are available at this air- 
port for aeroplanes arriving from across the 
Channel. 

It has been thought that the presence of 
civil aircraft, and consequently members of 
the peers public, at Baldonne!l Aerodrome 
is likely to hamper the work of the Free 
State Air Corps, and for this reason it id 
considered desirable that a civil aerodrome 
should be established elsewhere. In other 
countries it is the policy of the military 
aviation service to preserve the right of use 
of its aerodromes to itself, except in cases of 
urgency. 

Until Kildonan was officially approved all 
aircraft arriving from England had to land 
at Baldonnel for Customs clearance, but since 
that time many pilots have expressed the 
opinion that Kildonan is far more convenient, 
as it is only four miles from the city, 
whereas Baldonnel is nine miles away. 


IRISH AERO CLUB. 

Should the official order be issued regard- 
ing the restriction of Baldonnel to military 
use, as I understand that it will be, the Irish 
Aero Club will have to seek other head- 
quarters, and probably these will be 
established at Kildonan, since there is no 
other aerodrome existing near Dublin. 
Tallaght, used by the Rover Air Force in pre- 
Treaty days, has long since fallen into disuse, 
and at the present time some of the hangars 
have been converted into a chocolate factory, 
and Shannon scheme transmission wires ex- 
tend across the aerodrome. There is another 
old Royal Air Force aerodrome at Collins- 
town, but this has not been used for some 
time, and it would need several thousands of 
ounds to be spent on levelling operations 
dr NN it would be suitable íor use by civil 
aircraft. 

With the growth of civil flying in Ireland 
the need for landing grounds throughont the 
eountry has inéreaséd, and, althongh fields 
have been used for this purpose at different 
towns, and in .some cases approved by the 
Free State Department of Industry and Com- 
merce, they have not been notified to air 
pilots by means of official notices, although 
this would undoubtedly have the effect of 

romoting interest in aviation in the Free 
State and lead to more air travel being under- 
taken. 

Lam also informed that during this year 
a number of flying courses will be given by 
the Army Air Corps at Baldonnel Aerodrome. 
These will include. Army co-operation work on 
Vickers ‘‘ Vespan” aircraft and night flying 
training, with the aid of the mobile flood- 
light purchased last ge 

Constructional work is also to be under- 
taken at Baldonnel during the year, and a 
sum is provided in the Free State public 
service estimates for 1953-'34 for this purpose.

66 OU can’t go on telling the same story 
49 for ever,’ announces one of 
America’s foremost commercial pro- 
ducers. ‘‘ The triangle is rusty: that 1s why 
we are adopting the ‘ headline’ type of story. ”' 
What he really seems to mean is that the 
staple diet of Hollywood producers—The 
Wife, the Husband, and the Other Man—has 
begun to pall, and that they are beginning to 
turn their attention in another direction. 

Unfortunately, this does not mean that the 
quality of their films is likely to improve. 
The new formula is based on the idea that 
what has proved an attraction in the Press 
will be equally popular on the screen, and 
that the most successful film is hkely to be 
that which follows closely the ‘‘splash”’ 
stories of the American journals. 

Already we have read of several pictures 
which have obviously been constructed on 
this plan. The jail doors had hardly closed 
on Al Capone before ' Scarface’’ was draw 
ing large audiences in every city of the United 
States, and it was not many months after 
the Kreuger scandal that ‘‘ The Match King 
—a thinly-disguised version of his life—at- 
tained an equa] success. Edward G. Robin- 
son s latest picture, ‘‘ Silver Dollar,” is based 
on the exploits of Tabor, the American 
millionaire, and George Arliss is to appear 
in a screen version of King Alfonso’s abdica- 
tion. Weare not told whether the Lindbergh 
kidnapping has been capitalised in the same 
way, but we would be greatly surprised to 
hear that some enterprising producer has not 
realised its great commercial possibilities. 


THINLY DISGUISED. 


The procedure in these cases is explained in 
the producer 's outline of his company’s new 
policy. ‘*‘ Sometimes,’ he says, “ the story is 
that of a fictitious character, based on head- 
line incidents from the life of a real char- 
acter. In this case, the story is deliberately 
veiled, such as changing the character's name 
and altering some of the unimportant details, 
yet retaining enough of the original story 
matter so that the average picture-goer grasps 
the identity of the notorious personality that 
is being exploited.”’ 

The sanlaitative of such themes, indeed, 
is rather an unsavoury development of the 
film industry. It is bad enough to have Mrs. 
Jiggs asking “ Was my husband really a 
murderer ?"’ in the columns of all the popular 
papers, without having to undergo a re-hash 
of the whole affair on the screen a few 
weeks later. Even the romances of American 
“ high life’’ .(now, apparently, to be dis- 
carded) were not more dismal than this kind 
of stuff is likely to prove

HATCHING BY HENS. 


eects: CAGE BIRDS, DAIRY. 


Writing on this subject in the Weekly 
liish Times, the Poultry Correspondent 
says :'— 
Broody hens are aow coming on, so that those 

who prefer them for hatching should 
make use of them at once. There is no 
time to be lost, as this month and next 
are the chief months to bring out 
chickens. When a hen is seen lying on 
the nest for a long time and not laying 
she is likely broody. Make a nest where 
you intend to hatch and place some delph 
eggs in it. At night place the hen on 
them and cover her in from the hight. 
Make sure she has been fed during the 
day before you place her on the nest, 
and then you may leave her a whole day 


without feeding. The following 


take her off and feed her with uabed 
maize, and when she has finished she will 
likely go back to the old nest; but take 
her off, place her again on the new nest,
